Kennebec County Agricultural Society's 
Exhibition. 


The forty-seventh annual exhibition of the 
Kennebec County Agricultural Society was 
held on the Society’s grounds at Readfield 
Corner, on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thars- 
day of last week. ‘This is the oldest agricul- 
tural soci sty iathe State; and is certainly one 
orthe strongest and best. ‘The annual festi- 
valsof this Society have generally been suc- 
eossful, but that of 1878 must be reckoned as 
exceptionally good. And there was no rea- 
son why it should not beso, ‘The weather 
was propitious, the year’s harvests have been 
bountiful, and the members of the Society, 
iicluding the ladies of course, having an 
abundance to do with and a deep and abid- 
ing interest in the prosperity of their organ- 
ization, took hold of the matter in a way to 
insure success. The officers had faithfally 
performed the preliminary work, so that 
there was no confusion, but everything 
moved like clock-work. 

There are not many localities in Maine or 
New England that can get up a cattle show 
and fair to compare favorably with that of 
this old Society, because there are few lo- 
calities which have superior advantages of 
soil, and still fewer where the land is better 
cultivated. For stock-raising, orcbarding, 
dairying and sheep husbandry, the towns 
embraced within the limits of this Society 
are very hard to beat. We expected there- 
fore, to find not only a large show, but stock 
and farm and garden products of superior 
quality, and in this we were not disappoint- 
ed. Itis pleasant to meet and mingle with 
the lords of the soil at their annual festival, 
and we may now as well as any other time, 
express our thanks to the President, Secre- 
tary and other oflicers of the Society and 
also to the exhibitors, for the many cour- 
tesies shown us during the exhibition. 

STOCK, 

The entries in this department were many 
and the display was excellent. The several 
town teams made up of stalwart oxen and 
promising steers attracted much attention. 
The Underwoods of Fayette had on exhi- 
bition, their entire herd of grade Herefords, 
all handsome animals, and some of them 
very fat. ©. S. Robbins of Winthrop had a 
fine herd of fifteen Jersey cows and heifers, 
and R. Alden of the same town had a herd 
of fourteen animals, mostly Jerseys, and 
fine animals. We never attended a county 
fair where the stock was in better condition.

It is estimated that four thousand persons 
were present on Thursday, the closing day 
of the Fair. Among those in attendance 
were the scholars from Kent’s Hill number- 
ing over two hundred, with most of the 
teachers. An appropriate and able address 
was delivered by Governor Connor, which 
was listened to with great interest. In the 
afternoon the usual agricultural horse trot 
came off which was witnessed by--ap im- 
mense crowd. The first was for & purse of 
$20, $12 to first $8 to second. Two horses 
trotted—A. C. Rowe of Winthrop, and Si- 
mon Weston of Readtield. Rowe’s horse 
won in three straight heats, keeping hand- 
somely down to the work. Time, 2 50. Sec- 
ond trot for Society’s purse of $25—$10 to 
first, $10 to second, and $5 to third. Won 
by J. O. Wing of Winthrop, who has a fine 
trotting horse; made the first two heats in 
2.43 and 2.46, which is good for a poor 
track.

strength of the State lies in its forests, 
lands and ocean waters, and called en- 
tion to the conspicuous position which the 
farmer there occupies as the right hand 
supporter of the State. That symbol clear- 
ly conveys the suggestion that the head of 
such a State is not out of place in au as- 
semblage of this kind, even though he can- 
not give specific advice in regard to the de- 
tails of the art of husbandry. 

The doom is upon most men to tell not 
only what they know. but what they guess 
about farming. He did not know who was 
the recipient of so much well-intentioned 
counsel, who has so many surplus bits of 
wisdom tossed at him, as the farmer, un- 
less it be the small boy, or the Secretary of 
the Treasurer. ‘This may be accounted for 
from the fact that the farmer’s prosperity 
is the common good; all would like to ad- 
vance it. Itis safe to express an opinion 
on agricultural topics. Read the reports of 
discussion of them by professional men. 
and you will find such a yariet¥ and lati- 
tude of opinions und recommendations 
than a man can hardly fear to be so eccen- 
tric in his views as not to have allies. 
Farming is not yet an exact science, and 
what principles are established have to be 
so modified to meet the various conditions 
under which they are applied; there is 
therefore notribunal for putting theories, 
and conjectures to the test, and special ac- 
tion is in order. 

When. on occisions like this, we take an 
impartial inventory of the merits and de- 
merits of our State, we cannot fail to be 
proud of our glorious heritage, and thank- 
ful for aland so rich in blessings, and so 
full of promise. It is true enough that our 
winters are rigorous, that a portion of our 
land is strong and sterile, that some of the 
industries on which great dependence have 
been placed, in times past have fallen into 
decay, or shrivelled to comparative unim- 
portance and unprofitableness; that our 
population has lately remained nearly sta- 
tionary. Butifour winters are to be con- 
trasted with milder seasons of the South, 
let the summers be contrasted also; think 
of the almost uninterrupted succession of 
beautiful days, each a master-piece of na- 
ture. tempered to exact healthfulness and en- 
joyment, with which we have been blessed ; 
and then picture the summer of the region 
where winter is but a name—the continuous 
beat that deadens every energy, murders 
sleep, and fills the land with pestilence and 
death. 

He spoke of the pleasures of the winter 
fireside, where the roaring flames moek and 
defy the outer gloom and cheerlessness, and 
carries its warmth and joy to the many 
hearts of the happy circle around abont it. 
Home is the dearest word in the New Eng- 
lander’s vocabulary, and the influences of 
the winter fireside contribute most of all to 
its endearments. The winter is in many re- 
spectsa positive boon tothe farmers. The 
solid earth, lubricated with snow, enables 
him to easily do work which would be 
difficult at other times. The frost supple- 
ments the work of the plow, pulverizes the 
soil and unlocks the hidden stores of fertili- 
ty. . Nature works for him through the sea- 
son of her apparent repose as well as in the 
season of visible activity. The climate of 
Maine, take the whole year together, is as 
favorable to health and enjoyment, and most 
forms of industrial activity, as that of any 
region on the face of earth, admitting of a 
great variety of most valuable crops, grains 
and vegetables, and rarely does it cut them 
off or work injury tothem between seed- 
time and harvest. Maine men make some 
strange exchanges, if climate is an object 
to them. 

Our lands are not all impracticable and 
barren, as the fair fields of thousands of our 
farmers prove to the beholder; and when 
turned to their best account, by skill and 
energy, will yield an average of profit that 
will cause the prairies of the west to lose 
their attractions. If some of our industries 
have fallen off, others have increased. The 
islands along our coast, which a few years 
ago were regarded as valueless and threat- 
ening danger to approaching vessels, are 
now the seats of busy life and profitable 
employment. Our rivers which are closed 
to navigation a portion of the year by im- 
penetrable ice barriers, are black with men 
in winter and white with sails in summer, 
harvestirg the long neglected and despised 
offerings of Nature. Within a short period 
busy cities have sprung up as if magic on 
our water courses, and the working of the 
great staples of production, cotton, wool, 
iron and leather, has immensely increased. 
Maine has labored under disadvantages, but 
has made grand progress. It is questioned. 
however, whether our agricultural resources 
have had that development which their mer- 
its entitle them to. 

He mentioned the oe | inducements for 
persons to engage in intelligent agriculture 
—to put mind and heart. into the business, 
and to study, observe and experiment. 
There is a decided tendency towards more 
farming and better farming in this State. 
{n Aroostook county acres of dark forests 
are disappearing to make way for the life 
and light of the homestead and the farm, 
Along the coast the people are perceiving 
and utilizing the great advantages which 
they possess in drawing from the storehouse 
of the sea abundance of material to fertil- 
ize their lands and restore the soil to its 
prime condition. Bogs and swamps are 
being brought into use, and abandoned 
farms reclaimed. In fact, agriculture is 
becoming the fashion. Andthe more it 
can be made to pay the more fashionable it 
will be. The course that has been so long 
pursued in Maine of making hay and pota- 
toes the special salable products, is not the 
part of good husbandry, for these rob the 
soil. it may be said that a part of the pro- 
ceeds can be used for purchasing material 
to restore the wast of fertility, and still 
leave a balance of profit; but the field is 
not aclamorous creditor; it patiently en- 
dares wrong fur a time, and then shows 
proper reseutment by refusing further ad- 
vances. Good husbandry sells cattle, hors- 
es, sheep and swine, wool, butter, cheese, 
poultry and eggs, because in producing 
these the capital, the richness of the soil, 
is preserved and increased, and at the same 
time the most profit is realized. 

In closing, the Govrenor alluded to the 
beet sugar enterprise, in which he had 
some partin brinzing to the attention of 
the farmers of Maine. The information he 
bad gained upon the subject had induced 
him to recommend this branch of industry. 
He spoke of the large proportion of sugar 
yearly consumed which is made from beets. 
fhe soil and climate of Maine are both 
adapted to the successful culture of the su- 
gar beet. We havein Maine now entered 
upon this enterprise, and are fortunate in 
having men in charge who have had large 
experience. A ning in most sections 
was made too late in the season to test the 
question thoroughly, but enough is already 
known to give promise of success. In 
Aroostook county one tarmer had pro- 
duced 38 tons to the acre. giving a clear 
profit of $20 an acre, which will be in- 
creased on the establishment of a factory 
there,when farmers will receive $4 50 per ton 
for th ir beets, instead of $3. The beet cul- 


farmerto raise more cetile, wheat, &c. 
The value of the pulp is estimated to be 
two-thirds as much as the best hay. The 
industry would probably take the same 
course as in Germany, where the farmers 
join, and have factories of their own.

Maine Board of Agriculture and Farm- 
ers’ Convention. 

In accordance with a vote of the State 

Board of Agriculture at its last annual 


ult—a general account of which was giv- 
en in the MAINE FARMER of last week. 
The meeting was well attended, and the 
weather proved favorable throughout the 
whole week. 

FIRST DAY. 

The lateness of the hour of opening on 
the first day rendered anything but the in- 
troductory exercises impossible for the 
forenoon meeting. The convention was 
called to order by W. W. Harris, Eeq., of 
Portland, President of the Board, and a 
most appropriate address of welcome was 
made by Edward Wiggin, Esq., of Mays- 
ville. This was responded to in good terms 
by President Harris, and by Rev. Dr. Allen 
and Prof. M. C. Fernald of the Ssate Col- 
lege. 

Stock Raising tn Maine. 


At the commencement of the afternoon 
session Mr. H. C. Burleigh of Fairfield 
read a paper on the subject of stock raising, 
particularly in Aroostook county, who 
began by giving some statistics of the 
amount, kinds and value of the live stock in 
Maine as drawa frow the most trustworthy 
surces, the amount and value of the hay 
produced and used upon the farms. He 
said we have now fully eighty thousand 
horses in this State. Tnisis a larger num- 
ber than we need or can use to advantage. 
Fifty thousand wou'd be an ample supply 
and not one of these should be track-trot- 
ter. The more trotting horses a farmer 
has, the more mortgage he is likely to have 
on his farm, and the more empty bins and 
scaffolds in his grain house or barns. As 
laboring animals on a farm, horses are in- 
ferior to oxen and only so many should be 
kept as will be sufficient for the use of the 
family. Oxen can be made a source of 
profi: when horses can not. Every farmer 
should have for sale annually at least one 
yoke of good tat oxen which will always 
bring a fair price for beef. What kinds or 
breeds shall be kept? Get the best. Study 
your own wants and conditions and you 
need not - make any mistake in the selec- 
tions. Itcosts no more to raise a good 
saleable aunimal), than it does a leav un- 
salable one. Sheep shouid be k»pt in lar- 
ger numbers than they are. Aroostook has 
done well in its selection of breeds and all 
farmers should raise sheep for mutton as well 
as wool. Especially is this true when two 
pounds of the flesh of sheep will sell in the 
market for as much as one pound of wool. 
Mr. Burleigh’s paper was listened to with 
attention and he was frequentiy applauded. 
Mr. George F:int followed with a paper 
on sheep husbandry. He said both knowl- 
edge and judgment are needed to enable 
the farmer to meet with success in the rais- 
ing of sheep. Here in Aroostook county 
you have all the conditions of soil and cli- 
mate necessary to success, so it must be 
your own fault if you fail. A good mut- 
ton sheep may as well as not have a pilen- 
tiful supply of good wool, as the wool can 
easily be made to pay all the expenses of 
raising and leave the value of the mutton as 
so much clean profit. This fact can be 
easily demonstrated. 
Discussion. 


The discussion following the reading of 
the above papers was opened by Dr. A. R. 
Lincola, of Dennysville, who thought Mr. 
Burleigh correct in his estimate of the com- 
parative value of horses and oxen as work 
animals on the farm and said our horses are 
not generally heavy enough to more than 
aggravate the soil while oxen have strength 
enough to plow deep and thorough. Mr. 
Hayford, the member for Aroostook coun- 
ty, said: We are to-day keeping a great 
many cows which do not earn enough to 
pay their annual expenses. To-day we are 
raising animals for fat a cost of eight 
cents per pound and while we are obliged 
to sell for four cents a pound, we do not 
get ad. quate returns for the amount of hay 
consumed. We need areform inthis mat- 
ter, and he cited facts and figures in con 
tirmation of his opinions. Mr. Parkhurst 
of Maysville, thought Aroostook could suc- 
cessfully compete with the West in the 
raising of beef and mutton. Every small 
farmer should be able to sell annually a 
yoke of oxén or steers. My hay cost me 
this year only one dollar r ton to get, 
and I shall feed itso that it will pay me 
ten dollars per ton. What branch of busi- 
ness pays better than this? I know of none. 
As to the kind of stock to be kept I say 
with Mr. Burleigh, get the best. But let 
it be understood that in this county we 
have no place for the Ayrshire. [t may 
do better elsewhere, but it is not fit for us. 

Mr. Briggs, of Androscoggin, said for 
the last thirty years sheep husbandry has 
been the most protitable branch of farming 
in the State of Maine. A large hotel keep- 
er in Boston told me a short time ago that 
fully four times as many mutton sheep are 
used in that city now as were used fifteen 
years ago. The sheep in the State of 
Maine can be made to pay the entire State 
debt in tea years and still leave the flocks 
and farms as large and better than now. 

Mr. Horton of Ft. Fairfield, was of opin- 
ion that it does not pay so well to keep 
large flocks away from cattle. It pays 
much better to keep smaller flocks and let 
them run with the cattle. Dairying is also 
& profitable branch and can easily be made 
to pay better then it does now. 

Mr. Morse, of Caribou. believed in oxen 
and is not ashamed to be seen driving them 
to town. This Scate has been damaged 
more by attempting to raise fast horses 
than it will get over in twenty years. 
Raise less horses in the fature and more ox- 
en and walk beside them when driving them 
and do not ride upon the cart. 

Mr. Leland, of Piscataquis, is ofthe opin- 
ion that the farmers of that County cannot 
compete with the West in the raising of 
beef, but can doitin dairying and sheep 
husbandry. For beef he would prefer the 
Darbam, for butter, the Jersey, for cheese, 
the Ayrshire. 

Prof. M. C. Fernald made a vigorous de- 
fense of the horse, and wanted to know 
how the members would have got over from 
Fort Fairfield this morning had they been 
obliged to depend apon oxen only.— 
He thought there was a place on every

He appealed to the present tillers of the 
land not to exhaust what they would trans- 
mit to their offspring. The minds of farm- 
ers need cultivation as well as their fields. 
Hire your fields to preduce good crops and 
pay them well for Cine so. 

Mr. Kilbreth then opened the discussion. 
He said that the soil should be protected 
from injury by tire or washing; and we 
must put back as much as is taken from the 
soil, in order to keep up its fertility. Large 
sums are paid for commercial! fertilizers—it 
would be better to save and apply the fer- 
tilizers on the farm. The dressing can be 
increased one huadred per cent. by ame 
muck, ashes, ete. Brains must also be u 
to obtain the best results. 

Mr. W. W. Harris of Portland spoke of 
the fertility of the Aroostook farms, and re- 
ferred to the wastes of the farm. Fertility 
can be kept up by inducing clover to grow 
and plowing itin. Fertility once possessed 
should be prized, as it is difficult to restore 
lost fertility. 

Mr. Parkhurst said exhaustion was not 
much believed in by the farmers of Aroos- 
took, but the effects of scrapping were be- 
ginning to become manifest on many farms. 
He believed in clover as a fertilizer, espec- 
a | tor wheat. 

r. Hayford said we should return to the 
land all that we take from it, and consume 
the crops ou the farm. 

Dr, Lincoln said he lived on a worn out 
farm, and puts on more than twice what he 
removes. He uses sea-weed and fish pom- 
ace to good advantage. 

Mr. Farrington does not believe in com- 
plete exhaustion. There is in the soil nat- 
ural fertility which can be developed indeti- 
nitely. Analyze acrop and apply the ele- 
ments found in it, and you get an excess of 
product above the natural fertility of the 
soil, you take out much that cannot be 
returned without going outside. You can 
rely to a certain extent on the natural fer- 
tility of the soil—but the rest must be made 
up by apptied fertilizers. 

Mr. Kyes said that Aroostook was ex- 
hausting her soil by raising potatoes. He 
thought that the man who raised potatoes 
for 1212 cents per bushel did not reckon 
the exhaustion resulting. 

Mr. Leland spoke of the waste occasioned 
in making starch, and several other wastes 
noticed in Aroostook. 

Mr. Parkhust said that the Aroostook 
farms were not being exhausted by raising 
potatoes. The starch factories cause the 
cnltivation of more acres of new land than 
otherwise would be the case. The second 
crop of potatoes would have an exhausting 
effect unless manure was used, which was 
generally the case. 


SECOND DAY.—FORENOON' SESSION. 
The Beet Sugar Industry in Maine. 


After the introductory business of the 
morning session had been disposed of, Mr. 
Ernest Th. Gennert procesded in a most in- 
teresting and convincing manner to speak 
of the sugar beet industry, not only in its 
general relations to agriculture, but es- 
pecially in reference to the agriculture of 
our own State. He claimed that the cul- 
ture of the sugar beet was needed by the 
farmers of a new section to subdue the 
land and to give a — from which cash 
could be obtained; while it was equally as 
valuable to old sections, as a means of ren- 
novation, in connection with cattle hus- 
bandry. Beet culture and the raising of 
catle are the accompaniaments of high 
farming everywhere, and Belgium, which 
is the best farmed section of the world con- 
tains the largest number of cattle per 
acre. A crop of sugar beets he  be- 
lieved to be the basis of good farming, for 
the tops were as good as a crop of hay, the 
pulp was returned to the land through the 
cattle, while sugar was as good a market 
commodity as gold, the world over. The 
culture of beets means high farming, good 
manuring, and clean fields. Inferior culti- 
vation is the great cause of non success 
with the beet crop. generally—hence to 
succeed with beets, deep culture should be 
practiced, and this will lead to better cul- 
ture for all crops the farmer grows. 
Iutens've culture from which comes protit 
is not obtained without deep puiverization 
of the soil. No country. in the world has 
ever “gone back” on sugar beet culture 
when once it has become well established 
as a leading branch of farming. 

In speaking more particularly of the su- 
gar beet industry in Maine, he said is had re- 
ceived its greatest encouragement in Aroos- 
took county, and in the vicinity of Presque 
Isle. [It began under many disadvantages. 
Che seed was planted at least six weeks 
later than it should have been for the best 
results, and this too upon land pone pre- 
pared. It had gone on amid many discour- 
agements, and during the past six weeks 
the beets had a fearful struggle with weeds. 
Yet under these disadvantages, the crop 
was proving more successful than had been 
anticipated, and many pieces would yield 
twenty-five tons per acre under all these 
disadvantages. The results so far led him 
to believe that soon a beet sugar factory 
would be needed in Aroostook county to 
supplement the drying house uow nearly 
ready to dry the beets for the Portland fac- 
tory. Such a factory to be ‘successful, 
would need from five to eight hundred acres 
of beets to be successful. 

In some subsequent remarks Mr. Gennert 
said the very best beets had been grown on 
new land, sown broadcast, because no 
weeds were found on burat land. Such 
had yielded 10.60 per cent. of sugar. Four 
tons of pulp or refuse would be yielded 
from ten tons of beets, and it would be bet- 
ter for feeding to cattle than the beets them- 
selves, because containing more nitrogen- 
ous matter. 

Mr. G. A. Parsous of Presque Isle gave a 
statement of the cost of a crop of three 
acres of sugar beet grown by him this sea- 
son, showing all the items of cost, includ- 
ing two plowings which brought the total 
cost to less than ten dollars per acre, and 
at twenty tons per acre,—a fair established 
yield—would give a net profit of $2485 
peracre. He believed the sugar beet cro) 
would be a valuable one fur Aroostoo 
county, but the land must be well prepared, 
and well manured, the seed planted early. 
and the crop well weeded taken care of. 

Mr. C. Hayford of Maysville gave his ex- 

rience in growing the beets this season. 
He had five acres, sown late on newly broke

he thought the enterp 
one for Aroostook county. 

Gen. J. Marshali Brown of Portland fol- 
lowed in some most effective and encour- 
aging remarks. He believed the beet sugar 
question a purely agricultural and economic 
one—all that is wanted to make 
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by Prof. Farrington, who has had charge 
of the same, the students assisting in the 
work. ‘These referred to the culture of the 
sugar beet, the growing of corn by the use 
of different kinds of fertilizers, and the cut- 
ting of grass at different periods, its loss in 
drying and its comparitive amount of nu- 
tritive qualities. The report of Prof. Far- 
rington was given in an interesting manner, 
ilustrated by samples of the crops grown, 
and by descriptive charts. This report will 
be given in the college publication at the 
close of the year when we shall again refer 
to them at greater length. 

Following this two brief papers were pre- 
sented:—2ne on Dairying, having special 
reference to Arvostook county conditions 
and practices, by J. R. Nelson of Winthrop, 
and one ou Field Crops by D. M. Dunham 
of Bangor. Mr. 8. T. Floyd of Winthrop 
opened the discussion on dairying with 
some appropriate remarks which were well 
received; he being followed by Mr. C. 8. 
Robbins of Winthrop, who gave an account 
of the method practiced in making butter 
at his dairy—one well known for the choice 
quality of the product manufactured, which 
is contracted for before it is made, and goes 
to some of the best markets in the State. 
Mr. J. O. Keys of North Jay also spoke 
with much force and good sense of the im- 
portance of making the best products in 
the dairy line, for which our State and 
Aroostook county has so good facilities. 

In connection with the display of Aroos- | 
took apples on exhibition in the Hall, re- 
marks upon fruit growing in the county 
were made by Mr. H. L. Leiand of Sanger- 
ville, and Henry ‘Tilley of Castle Hill, one 
of the pioneer fruit growers of Aroostook 
county. 

At the close of these remarks, compli- 
meutary closing speeches were made by 
President Harris in behalf of the Board, 
and by Mr. Hayford in behalf of the citizens 
of the county, after which the following 
votes were passed: 

Voted. ‘That the thanks of the Maine 
Board of Agriculture are hereby extended 
to the officials of the Maine Central, the 
European & North American, the New 
Bruuswick & Canada, and the New Bruns- 
wick railroads, for many courtesies and for 
reduced rates in the case of the present Ex- 
cursion of Maine farmers to attend the 
meeting of the Board in Aroostook county. 

Voted, That the thanks of the Board be 
also extended to the citizens of Presque Isle 
for the free use of the hall in which to hold 
our meetings, and to the citizens of the 
place and the county for their interest in, 
and attendauce upon the mectings.

Warder’s Classification of Apples. 





Dr. John A. Warder’s “American Pomo- 
logy—Apples,” is the ouly work of nearly 
exhaustive scope which is devoted to apples 
exclusively. [ts descriptive portion em- 
braces a catalogue of over thirteen huudred 
varieties, arranged accordiug to an elabor- 
ate classification, of which the following are 
the main features. 

First, all apples are divided, according to 
general figures, into four classes, **flat,” 
*conical,” *‘round” and ‘oblong.” Each 
of these classes are divided into two orders, 
regular and irregular; each order into two 
sections, sweet and sour; each section into 
three sub-sections according to color; and 
the remaining characters are left to the de- 
scriptions of individual! varieties. 

That a complete classification of apples is 
desirable will be readily granted. it would 
greatly facilitate the study and comparison 
of varieties, by bringing into juxtaposition 
those fruits which are related to each other, 
and furnishing a key by which doubtful va- 
rieties may be identified. To answer fully 
these purposes of course the classification 
must be so complete and accurate that any 
known and described variety may be at once 
traced to its proper position without refer- 
ence to the order. An attempt to trace cer- 
tain varieties to their positions in Dr. War- 
pt system led to the following observa- 
tions. 

Taking in hand a fine specimen of Wil- 
liams’ Favorite, of characteristic form (at 
least among those seen by the writer), we 
observed that it was of a decidedly long 
conical shape, soof course we turned to the 
class **conical,” in the book. After balf an 
hour's floundering among the orders, sec- 
tions and sub-sections, resource was had to 
the index, and the discovery made that the 
Willlams is classed among the “round” ap- 
ples, instead of the ‘‘conical.”’ 

Next the Northern Spy was looked for 
—at first among the “rouud” and then 
among the “flat” apples, but it was not 
there; it was among the ‘‘conical.” Yet the 
description is accompanied by a figure in 
which it is impossible to detect any tendency 
to the conical. 

A comparison of figures shows that there 
is often a lack of correspondence between 
the figure and its position in the system. 
For instance, there were found among the 
conical apples, more than a dozen figures 
which were less conical than the Loudon, 
which is classed as “flat.” The Wilam, 
classed as ‘‘conical,” is figured much near- 
er round. Ben Davis is classed as *‘round,” 
yet the figure is very oblong. The first in 
the list of flat apples is Camack Sweet, yet 
its figure is less flat than a good many found 
in the “round” class. A large part of the 
figures of “oblong” apples are very dis- 
tinctly conical, while many of the ‘-conical” 
are very nearly round. 

The trouble appears to be in the great va- 
riety of apples in the matter of form. Dr. 
Warder himself recognizes this fact in man 
of the descriptions. For instance: ‘Bald- 
win—frequently round and sometimes al- 
most conical, but generally inclined to be 
flattened.” ‘‘Swaar—sometimes flat, where 
unusually developed, generally roundish, 
somewhat flattened, more or less angular or 
flattened on the sides.” There is frequent- 
ly a great discrepancy between the figures 
as well as the descriptions of varieties given 
by different authors, especially regarding 
furm. Downing’s figure of Northern Spy 
is totally different from Warder’s. Many 
similar instances might be noted. Great 
variations also accrue in other characters 
than size. So greatis the difficulty of ar- 
ranging them all in a géneral classification, 
that Downing, in the later edition of his 
great work, has abandoned all attempts at 
anythiog but an alphabetical arrangement. 
We do not, however, regard it as imprac- 
ticable to devise a classification that shall 
be tolerably satisfactory. Form must not, 
however, be made the basis of the primary 
divisions. Flavor is a more constant char- 
acteristic, and so is color, and so is season 
of ripening, and so, very likely, are some 
of the characters, such as those derived 
from the basin, the eye, the stem, the seeds, 
&c., which Dr. Warder considers of such 
minor importance as to iut: oduce them only 
ja the description of individual varicties. 
Perhaps the most convenfent of alMwould 
be a combination of the alphabetic and sys- 
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He speaks of ‘this mill-pond ef existence” 
and says, “If any one is enterprising or 
original, he goes west or to the city.”

True it is that much of the educational 
power, talent, skill and industry, of the 
west are due to the Yankee brain and enter- 
prise, yet these are by no means wanting in 
those who prefer the pure air, and pictur- 
esque scenery of their own native New 
England, to the tornadoes, mud and mias- 
ma of the west, and it is presumed that at 
maturer age, when the realities of life sball 
have taken place of more ftancitul imagina- 
tions, **Westerner’s” desire to talk out in 
Quaker meetings, and throw books at nap- 
ping elders, will give way to graver 
thoughts and loftier aspirations.

Letter from Hancock Couuty. 

A glance at the Silver Mines in Sullivan 
shows that more interest is now taken in 
mining operations, than in working the 
granite grains. Five shafts are being open- 
ed near the shore along the post road, all 
within one-fourth of a mile. The oldest 
one is under the direction of A. A. Messer, 
who discovered it about two years ago. 
iie has kindly furnished me with rich speci- 
mens of ore which I will forward you. 
The shaft has already been sank 60 feet in- 
to the solid rock, and worked by a crew of 
eight men (four by day and four by night) 
who are taking out about three tons ef ore 
per day said to average $200 per ton. Here 
can be seen specimens of blue slate and 
brittle silver in magnesia or manganese 
rock, and beautiful fine silver threads 
which are rarely found, also native silver 
a be the only specimen in New Eng- 
land. 

Farmers are now busy harvesting their 
potatoes. The = is generally light and 
exceedingly variable as to soundness. Some 
|lots of early potatoes are nearly ruined, 
others report one-half to three-fourths 
sound, and in some localities on dry land, 
when planted early and not dressed too 
high with animal manure, there is but lit- 
tle loss from disaster. Those who dress 
with rock-weed claim that it is the safest 
way to grow them. While some are feel- 
ing the loss of their potato crop I do not 
meet with a farmer who regrets having 
sowed a good breadth to wheat—in every 
part of the country the yield has been good 
some just being harvested. The farmers 
feel contident of a good crop even on the poor 
soil near the sea boards, if they can only 
get muscle bed, to dress _ their fields—thou- 
sands of loads are now being hauled on for 
next year crop. Although an expensive 
dressing (near $40 per acre) itisa lasting 
manure, and is the source from which man 
farmers with small stock and capital will 
surely renovate their worn out fields. A 
perceptible difference in the complexion of 
the mowing fields when viewed inthe dis- 
tance along the shore can now be seen 
where this mud has been used a few years. 

Fishing along these bays has not been 
very successful this year. Mackerel were 
quite plenty early, but small and the prices 
low, many No. 3 which would not com- 
mand but $3 to $5 per barrel. Lobster fac- 
tories are now operating, the catchers re- 
port them very small, and they get but 75 
cts per 100 ibs., at the shore. 

The Purgie steamers seem to be like fish 
hawks, on the lock out in every nook where 
their prey can be +cooped up—fitteen to 
twenty, often being seen withia a few hours 
cruising up and down the bays. They are 
not welcomed by the shore fishermen who 
say they will soon spoil their chances for 
other fish by frightening them away. 

The *-bankers” are just returning with 
good fare. The Omaha of Hancock is now 
in, 9 days from the Banks of Newfound- 
land with about 2000 quintals of Cod.
